Silence as Soldiers Depart. 

As the train moved out of the station 
there were no shouts,.no cheers, no 
words of encouragement.

The men leaned 
out of windows, stretching despairing 
hands towards loved ones. As the train 
pulled away the little groups broke into 
strangling sobs. ; 

They were shaken as by a mighty 
tempest. Paroxysms of grief_rent and 
tore them. They knew the end had 
come. A man may go once into battle 
and return, but not twice and thrice. 
Life held no hope. As I came away I 
Stopped before the big building which 
conducts military affairs. It is known 
penne House of Sorrow.” On its rear

The night was dark and still, but by 
the’ rays of an electric arc a few strag- 
glers were running anxious fingers down 
the long lists. I stopped to count the 
number. The report covered five days’ 
casuaities—from Aug. 17 to Aug. 21. By 
mistake anmes occasionally are repeat- 
ed. I dropped out several thousand to 
aliow for repetitions. Even then the 
total of dead, wounded. or missing was 
44,000 which had been wiped out in five 
days. ‘ 

Bands Try to Cheer People. 

The Socialists estima:> that two and a 
half to three million men in Prussia 
alone have been killed. wounced, or are 
missing. No wonder the soldiers are 
desperate. | 

Whe. the men march to the station 
on the way to the front bands play 
gay national airs to hide the depression. 
But music cannot cheer; the populace 
stand silent on the sidewalk. Occa- 
sionally a tear trickles down < cheek. 
The soldiers keep eyes front, faces set 
and rigid. There are no comforting 
Smiies, no cheers, no waving hands. 
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the thiecrgarten I pass a small proces- 
sion of new recruits. Midnight, my 
friend tells me. is the favorite hour 
for seizing fresh food .or cannon. 

There is something sinister in choos- 
ing dark hours, when the city sleeps. 
for this deed. On this occasion the re- 
cruits number a hundred or two. Their 
ages vary. They might be fathers and 
sons. 


_ Women Doing Men’s Work. 

Such is the fate of the mer; nether ‘3 
Hfe any better for the women. They 
are to be seen everywhere—in the 
streets digging and cleaning sewers; on 
the road, with pickax and shovel, help- 
ing Russian prisoners relay railroad 
tracks; in the subways, clad in bloom- 
ers, acting as train starters; on the 
trains, wearing husband's motor cap 
and coat. 

At night they come home to hungry 
children and empty larders. Their tiny 
savings go for bread and potatoes. The 
day laborers cannot frequent city feed- 


One evening at midnight as | cross 


ing kitchens. They cannot anori it. 
Berlin prepared to fced 35,000. Last 
winter 13,00u ate at the kitchens. In 
the summer the number decreased to 
8,000. 

The meal served is a pint bowl f 
food, which Is a cross betwen soup and 
stew. It contains potatoes, barley, rye. 
vegetables, or anything to be had, and 
on the meat days some odds and ends 
of meat. A bow! full . 10 cents, a hair 
bowl 6G cents. A mother earning 40 to 
60 cents a day cannot pay 10 cents @ 
head for food. It ts the bourgeois clas3 
that patronizes the kitchens. 


Food Cooked in Vats. 

I visited these feeding stations. A 
large central market turned into a kitch- 
en prepares the food. Here are big 
vats in which the food is steamed or 
bolled in bulk. From here the cooked 
product is sent to feeding stations in 
different localities. Women of means 
preside over these places and conduct 
them well. The stewed mass is usually 
palatable 

Such places are a Godsend to the 
thiddie class, the small storekeepers 
whose business has failed, clerks, and 
stenographers, but for the unskilled la- 
berer the price is prohibitive. The eat- 
ing rooms are not large, for people 
come and go. 

At noon I watched a little stream 
move in and out. They were all com- 
fortably dressed. They paused to have 
their cards punched, potatoes, bread, 
meat, flour, according to what that 
day's bowl contained. 

As I looked my eye was caught by 
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the big door and sat bench side by 
side, hand in hand. The oldest, a boy 
of 11, was clad in ragged, dirty coat 
and trousers. His face was streaked 
with dirt, save for a spot here and there 
cleansed by falling tears. 

A small sister of 5 snuggied up to him. 
She, too, possegsed only a boy's’ ragged. 
dirty coat and trousers. Her face was 
smudged with black, but it was rounder, 
with more color, than the boy's. Her 
baby eyes were a shining blue. She 
seemed to rest serene in her brother's 
eare. It was evident the boy was fight- 
ing manfully for his little sister. The 
lad’s face was pinched and blue and 
lined with anguish. 

I called the attention of the women 
workers to the children. “They are 
probably waiting for scraps of food. 
We'll give them something by and by,” 
I was told. “ But,” I protested, “ those 
children are suffering.” 

. With the ald of a friendly policeman 
I got their story. These were their 
answers. : 

“ Hungry—terribly hungry. Mother 
dead; father in the war: had no home: 
slept anywhere, ate anything.” I 
dropped some money in the boy’s hand. 
His little clawlike fingers snatched 
eagerly at mine. I can feel their touch 
yet. Then he slid from the bench and 
started for the door. 

But by this time the women workers 
had joined me. “ Go get in line, and you 
can have some food,” they ordered. The 
boy hid his money beneath his coat and 
ran at full speed toward the steaming 
food. Behind him came the tiny sister, 
her naked baby feet fiying after his. 
her tiny baby hand clutching the end 
of his ragged jacket. I turned away; 1 
couldn’t bear to see them eat. God pity 
us, why must such suffering be? 


Signs of Decline Everywhere. 

Everywhere the signs of decline are 
manifest. In the windows of houses, 
on the front of empty stores are great 
signs: “Zu Vermisten”. (0 rent). 
For years merchants have been fighting 
for vacancies on the big thoroughfares 
of popular Berlin. Now they are to be 
had everywhere. ‘ 
One Sunday I went to the Zodlogical 
garden, the popular resort of the masses. 
A band or two still played, buat the 
grounds were not half filled. Every- 
where were vacant tables, when former- 
ly it was a privilege to secure one. Lit- 
tle family groups in biack sat silently 
before a lonely glass of beer. Sand- 
wiches were a rarity. The ices seemed 
to be made of colored frozen perfumes 
and were distressing internally. 

In the tron cages there were still a 
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jcontentious. Their tempers suffer. They 


}were so human. I fell te wondering 


they mankind. 

The two or three lions In the outdoor 
cagea_ were lean and restiess. They 
crouched and growled or paced fever- 
ishly up and down. There was none of 
the lazy indifference seen in circus fed 
animals. 

In a fash they revealed Germany. Be- 
fore the war, under a benevolent pa- 
ternalism, the people grew round of 
girth. Replete with good food and flow- 
ing steins of beer, feet and brains 
lagged. It is hard to be discontented 
and progressive when the stomach is 
full and the land flows with milk- and 
honey. But suffering has come and a 
new race ils emerging, a lean race, with 
active minds that begins to question 
German autocracy and militarism.

The mission work has been done by 
churches of many denominations, and 
it ie still going on in all parts of the 
territory. The Presbyterians have sta- 
tions at Haines, Sitka, and other places 
in southeastern Alaska, and they are 
working as far north as Point Barrow, 
on the shores of the Arctic ocean. The 


Baptists are converting the Indians; ... 


along Cook inlet, and they have an or- 
phanage at Wood Island, near Kodiak. 

The Methodists have a girls’ home at 
Unga Island, near Unalaska, on the 
edge of Bering sea, and the Swedish 
Lutheran church has missions at Yaka- 
tat, not far from Cordova, and at Go- 
lognin, on the Seward peninsula, and 
at Unalakifk. 

The Moravians are doing a great work 
along the Kuskokwim rivér, and the 
Catholics aad Episcopalians have mis- 
sion stations in different parts of the 
Yukon and Tanana basins. 

There is @ Catholic mission at Fort 
Gibbon, presided over by Father Jeddy, 
who has been in Alaska almost twenty 
years, and there are resident Jesuit 
priests at Juneau, Douglas, Skagway, 
Ketchikan, Valdez, -and Fairbanks, as 
well as at a half dozen stations along 
the lower Yukon, including Holy Cross. 

Begun by Russians. 
- ‘The first mission work done in Aleska 
was that of the Russians. They.began 
to convert the Indians of the Aleutian 
islands more than-a hundred years ago, 
end today there are more Greek Chris- 
tians among the natives of Alaska than 
either Protestants or Catholics. 
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Protestants and Catholics have alto- 
gether less than 2,000. The Greek church 
has still. something like sixty places of 
worship seattered over the territory. 

It has a cathedral at Sitka, a large 
church at Juneau, and there are mis- 
sion stations here and there throughout 
the interior. There is a mission at An- 
vik and one at Andreafski, and many 
Eskimos, Indians, and Aleuts believe 
that religion. : 


School at Sitka. 

The Presbyterians have done a great 
work in Alaska. The board ef home 
missions sent Dr. Sheidon Jackson here 
about forty years ago. He established 
the Indian training schools at Sitka and 
a girls’ home there, and in connection 
with S. Hall Young and others organ- 
ized missions throughout the Alexander 
achipelago, including those of Wrangell, 
Sitka, Howkan, and Haines. 

The farthest north mission in Alush& 
is at Point Barrow. It does work among 
tne whalers and the Eskimos, and has 
+had a great influence in that part of the 
territory. Altogether the Presbyterians 
have about sixteen churches, of which 
twelve are for natives. 

It was Dr. Jackson who did most in 
the introduction of the reindeer into 
Alaska and thus established a stock rais- 
ing industry which is making many of 
the Eskimos and Indians rich. 


Care of the Reindeer. 
The Society of Friends is working in 
hthe far north. It has three missions 
about Kotzebue sound, which opens out 
upon the Arctic ocean. Its school there 
is one of the largest among the Eski- 
mos, and its missions are noted for their 
excellent work in training men to take 
care of the reindeer. 
The work of the Moravians is remark- 
able. They are in one of the least 
known parts of Alaska. Ti.eir missions 
are along the Kuskokwim river and 
on the west coast. The largest is at 
Bethel, not far from the mouth of the 
river, a place until recently reached only 
by the native kayaks or skin boats 
Owing to the work of the coast sur- 
vey, steamers can now go up the Kus- 
kokwim for hundreds of miles and the 
mission supplies can come in on large 
ships. The Bethel mission was estab- 
lished more than thirty years age. 
Catholic Missions Active. 
The Catholic missions are largely man- 
aged by the Jesuit Fathers. There are 
‘pearly ore hundred stations, of which 
seventeen are provided with resident 
priesta. Nineteen of the missions bave 
cha pela. 
There are also a number of schools 
and several convents. There is an in- 
@ustrial school for Indian boys and an

sky, and there are schools for boye and 
girls here at Holy Cross. . 


» Bpiscopalians Pushing Work. 
The Episcopal church is pushing its 
work in Alaske. It opened a mission 
and school ‘at Anvik on the lower 
Yukon in 1887, and it has steadily ex- 
tended its operations in the shape of 
schools, hospitals and churches since 
then. Some of its work is devoted to 
the Eskimos and especially that at Point 
Hope, which is a station on the Arctic 
ocean above Bering strait.

FORCED SERVICE 


Volunteers, Not Prepared to 
Fight Tralned Army If U.S. 
Should Be Attacked. — 


BY CAPT. HENRY J. REILLY. 

A study of the mobilization of the na- 
tional guard along the Mexican border 
@hows that it took us more than 6 
ymonth te assemble 100,000 troops at the 
various points along the border. It 
shows that almost without exception 
the units mobilized were considerably 
below war strength, and in some cases 
even below peace strength. 

A considerable portion of each unit 
consisted of untrained men enlisted at 
the time of the cal! or shortly there- 
after and therefore valueless as soldiers. 
Of the balance comparatively few had 
gerved long enough in the guard to be 
considered other than parieily trained 
goldiers. The majority of the officers, , 
due to lack of adequate training, were. 
unable to properly care for or lead their | 
men, | 

The necessity to rely upon the volun- 
tary system to produce the men not: 
only prevented the desired number from | 
being obtained, but brought into the 
@etvice many men whose presence at. 
home would have been much better for 
the country as a whole, while leaving 
fn civil life tens of thousands of young 
men with no business or family respon- 
sibilities. 3 

Wages Fail to Draw Men. 

Due to the difficulty of enliating cooks, 
horseshoers and other men in the vari- 
ous trades because of the difference in 
the wage offered them in ciyil life and 
that possible for them to obtain in the 
army, thousands of men suffered from 
bad cooking and thousands of animals 
went unshod. 
, Due to lack of proper organization 
inte higher unita, such as divisions with 
generals and staffs accustomed to han- 
dling them, delay and confusion result- 
ed not only in gett! g the troops to the 
border, but in handliuy them after they 
reached there. Due to the 'ack of a 
sufficient number of artillery, engineer, | 
signal corps, hospital corps and train 
troops, all these divisiona were lacking 
in many of the essentials both for fight- 
ing and supply. .

F BOARD OF TRADE 


Circulars have been mailed to members 
of the board of trade asking for sup- | 
port to the proposed amendment to the, 
“insurance ” rule of the exchange. The 
circular was signed by W. H. Perrine, 
chairman of the warehouse committee 
and by J. J. Stream, chairman of the. 
legal advice committee. The amend- 
ment was said to be designed to meet 
an emergency now confronting the mar- 
ket. The maximum amount of insurance 
obtainable on each of the public ele- 
vators, as fixed by the board of under- 
writers, is insufficient to cover the ca- ; 
pacity of these houses figured at present 
high prices for grain. The proposed 
amendment is said to divide the respon- 
sibility of obtaining insurance on grain 
passing Into public store between the 
buyer and seller. The grain now in 
store is now insured, and under the pro- 
visions of the amended rule would be 
avallable on delivery, the same as now. 
The vote on the amendment will be 
taken next Wednesday. There is con- 
siderable opposition to the proposed 
change, and it is believed there will be 
a hot fight over it. It is thought pres- 
ent conditions may be relieved;-in part 
at least, by loading grain into boats. |

tent with Hobson's choice. Perhaps the 
finest turkey is the young and small 
male of about eight pounds weight, now- 
edays called squab and kept fm cold 
storage all the year around for the serv- 
lee of expensive eating. Those who have 
‘ea take the more mature turkey often 
prefer a ten pound hen, as being fatter 
and more delicate. . 

As I do not believe tn stuffing the 
turkey, I put an onion or two and some 
celery in the bird, just for flavoring. 
Of course, there is more shrinkage, and 
a stuffing, well seasoned, may be used 
to prevent this and to perfect the sea- 
soning, but, unfortunately, while the 
stuffing is seasoning the turkey, some 
of the good turkey flavor is going into 
the indigestible stuffing. We are not 
expert In “farci,” or stuffing making, 
otherwise this question would net arise. 
Some great chefs, in order to perfect 
the seasoning, roast their turkey on a 
bed of ,vegetables—celery, turnips, 
onions, and gariic—or rub the turkey 
merely with a clove of the latter. These 
are constantly basted with the turkey. 
To roast a turkey after the real spit 
finished bird, one may cook it in the 
broiling oven and in the stove dripping 
pan. The heat from this oven is not 
lest to the extent it is from the upper 
oven when the door is opened. The door 
of this oven need not be closed, and yet 
the oven be quite hot enough. If the 
turkey seems to be cooking too fast on 
the surface a buttered paper may be 
tait over it, but if it is turned frequently 
it may be roasted so as.to be quite 
equal to one cooked “a la broche.” 

Of course, it requires a great deal of 
attention to turn it and baste it every 
ten or twelve minutes for three hours, 
if a ten pound turkey, but things worth 
while do require attention. Many people 
prefer to rub the turkey with buttér 
and to use butter for basting until its 
own juices are ready for this, but butter 
burns more quickly than dripping, and 
so is not what a careless or indifferent 
cook can use with profit. Many people 
think toothpick trussing is better than 
twine, since the toothpicks are easier to 
remove. 

Remember that every bone in the 
turkey is worth saving for a delicious 
stock in which to cook vegetables. Cook 
it twelve hours. Economical people will 
judd the cleaned legs to this, but one 
who buys a turkey with the legs on

Salsify or oyster plant blackens quick- 
ly if cut up raw.

A cup and a half of sliced 
salsify to two cups of milk is a good 
proportion, and some people use as 
much as two cups of water in the cook- 
ing of this amount. I do not. When 
tender put the salsify through a strain- 
er, add hot milk and butter, and serve 
in cups with whipped cream on top.

A little sugar 
improves a turnip that is not well bred. 
A generous amount of butter in the 
mashing perfects it, but it is an unhappy 
thing to waste butter on poor turnip. 
Better save that for hash. A little poor 
turnip is good favor for hash.

Japan is squeezing

HEN Michael Grace ar- 
rived in New York the 
other day from London 
it was announced that 
he had recently sold 
Battle abbey, which 
' haa been his home in 
England for 80 many 
years. This statement 
is one which Mr. Grace, 
whose brother William 
served two terms as 
Democratic mayor of 
New York, is anxious to 
correct. He has not sold 
Battle abbey for the 
- good reason that he 
never realiy owned it, but has lately terminated 
the long lease under which he held the property, 
and it has reverted to its owner, Sir Augustus 
Webster, eighth baronet of his line and a lieuten- 
ant colonel of the Grenadier guards. 

Battle abbey, in Sussex, was built by Willlam 
the Conqueror, on the spot where King Harold 
fell and was buried, and was richly endowed by 
him in order that the monks should perpetually* 
pray for the souls of thcse Norman knights who 
died fighting for him at the battle of Hastings. 
It remained in the possession of the monks 
from, the eleventh century until the reign of 
Henry VIII, who expelled the reverend fathers 
and presented the wdifice and its lands to his fa- 
vorite courtier, Sir Anthony Browne, Master of 
the Horse and Knight cf the Garter. 

The story goes that Sir Anthony was celebrating 
his house warming in the abbey’s hall, when a 
monk suddenly appeared, no one knew whence, 
and pronounced a solemm malediction upon the 
spoliator of the church, He warned Sir Anthony 
that the curse would cling to his most rcriote 
posterity and foretold the special doom that 
was to be their temporal punishment. 

“By fire and water,” he cried, “ your line shall 
come to an end and perish out of the land.” 

Sir Anthony also acquired Cowdray park from 
his half brother, William FitzWilliam, Earl of 
Southampton. 

Sir Anthony’s son was raised to the peerage 
as Viscount Montagu, and from that time forth 
the misfortunes of the Brownes of Battle abbey 
were so continuous that, frightened thereby, the

Sir Whistler’s grandnephew, Sir Godfrey Web- 
ster, did his best to repair the damage, selling 
the timber of the abbey grounds for half a mil- 
lion dollars in order to raise at least a portion 
of the funds needed for the restoration. He mar- 
ried Miss Elizabeth Vassall, a native of Massa- 
chusetts, born in the house which afterwards be- 
came the home of the poet Longfellow. She was 
rich, having inherited a large fortune from an 
uncle in Jamaica. 

After a few years of marriage the New Eng- 
land born Lady Webster eloped with Lord Hol- 
land and was divorced by Sir Godfrey by an act 
of parliament, which awarded to him the two 
children of the marriage, a boy and a girl But 
Lady Holland, as this Massachusetts girl had 
now become, while she restored the boy to his 
father, declined to part with the girl, Harriet, 
in spite of the law.

Lady Holland became one of the greatest social 
powers in London and Holland house the center 
MT _ Of political, diplomatic, 
— and literary life for 
more than half a cen- 
tury. Yet, in spite of 
her unrivaled position 
and the influence exer- 
cised in her behalf by 
al] sorts of great per- 
sponages, she remained 
barred from the court 
of St. James, as a di- 
vorcée, to the end of her 
days. Her son by Sir 
Godfrey Webster squan- 
dered his wealth and 
Was obliged to. sell 
Battle abbey to Lord 
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Harry Vane, afterwards fourth and last Duke of 
Cleveland, who married the widow of Lord Dal- 
meny, mother of the present Lord Rosebery.

BRITISH FOOD CARRIERS. 
{From the New York Evening Mail.) 


The official reports of Lioyd’s Register show in- 
teresting data regarding the shipbuilding indus- 
try in Great Britain. On March 31, 1916, there 
“were under actual construction in British yards 
1,423,335 gross tons of shipping. It looks like a 
large amount — 

But what helps Great Britain in her need for 
more ship room is nét the tonnage building, but 
the tonnage launched and completed. 
three months of this year 80,561 gross tons of ship 
ping were launched. 

The dates of launch and completion tn British 
yards are uncertain so long as the yards are em- 
ployed fully on naval construction and turning 
out munitions for the allies. 

The total of 80,561 gross tons launched in three 
months does not repicce the normal wastage from 
wreck, fire, or old age; today that wastage is 
greagly increased by the perils of war. 

It is a strange and significant coincidence that 
addition to the British merchant marine in the 
first three months of 1916—that is, 80,000 tons—is 
precisely the amount of British shipping that Ger- 
man submarines were destroying every week in 
this same period. 
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The Duchess of Cleveland, who survived the 
duke for many years, bequeathed Battle abbey 
at her death not to her son, Lord Rosebery, but 
to her husband’s kinsman and nephew, Col. Francis 
Forester, who in 1901 sold it for a little over a 
million dollars to the present Sir Augustus Web- 
ster, lineal descendant and eighth holder of the 
baronetcy of the Sir Thomas Webster who had 
purchased it from the Browne Viscounts Mon- 
tagu im 1719.

Sir Augustus was enabled to make the purchase 
thanks to his marfiage seventeen years ago to 
the only daughter of the late Henry Crossley, one 
6f the millionaire carpet manufacturers of that 
name of Halifax, in Yorkshire Inasmuch as 
Lady Webster possesses, thdependently of the 
amount spent by her husband in the purchase of 
Battle abbey, an Income of $200,000 a year, she 
has plenty of money with which to maintain 
Battle abbey with all its one-time splencor. 


Michael Grace had secured the lease of the 
place from Col. Forester towards the close of the 
last century, that is to say, before Sir Augustus 
had obtained through his marriage enough money 
to acquire the abbey, and has had, consequently, 
to wait until Michael Grace's lease ran out in

FARM SANITATION. 


health made a sanitary survey of 

four counties in that state. The first 

of these counties, Blackford, is 4 

little northeast of the center of the 
state. It is an agricultural county, with 
but few towns and none with as many 
as 4,000 inhabitants. Union county, bor- 
dering on Ohio, lies south of east of the 
center of the state. It is even more of 
a farming community than is Black- 
ford. Ohio county, lying across the river 
from Kentucky and a few miles below 
Cincinnati, is also a farming commu~ 
nity. Scott county, also in the south- 
eastern corner of the state, the second 
county north of Louisville, is also & 
farming community. 

The people in these counties are just 
as good as are to be found anywhere. 
They have been here for generations— 
just good, sturdy stock, reasonably 
thrifty, reasonably progressive. 

In 1905 the population of these four 

counties was 39,881. Ten years later, 
in 1915, there had been a decrease of 
4,450 in the population. More significant 
still was the decrease in the number of 
school children. The number of school 
children in 1905 was 10,918. In 1915 the 
number had decreased 1,408. The de- 
crease in school population indicates 
that the drop In total population in the 
next ten years will be greater than that 
in the last. " 
- A farmer using improved machinery 
can farm more land than in olden times. 
By using milking machines a milker 
can milk more cows than In olden times. 
But there is a limit beyond which such 
increase cannot go. A decrease in popu- 
lation of 11 per cent in ten years, with 
the prospect of a decrease of 15 per cent 
in the next ten years, means that some 
land now cultivated will go out of cul- 
tivation. This, in time, means less price 
for land, less farm produce, and higher 
prices for meat and bread. 


oo 

The state board of health set out to 
find the conditions of life and Uving of 
these people. The birth rates of the 
counties were: 
15.6; Scott, 21.5; Union, 19.3, or an aver- 
age of the four rates of 19.8, as com- 
pared with a birth rate for the state 
of 20.3. These are rather low birth 
rates but, except in Ohlo county, the 
birth rate was not alarmingly low. 

The death rates of the counties were: 
Blackford, 11; Ohio, 13.3; Scott, 12.3; 
Union, 13.6, or an average for the four 
of 12.3, as compared with 13.1 for the 
state. The death rate, then, was quite 
low, even for a farming community 
composed of people of aboué average 
age. As the birth rate was 19.3 and the 
death rate was 12.3, the decrease In pop- 
ulation was not due to excess of deaths 
over births. It could only be due to 
excess of emigration over immigration. 
The people have been leaving the farms. 

What was the reason? Unquestion- 
ably there were several Per- 
haps one of them was the lack of sani- 
tation tn the homes. At any rate, the 
State board would find out. They sent’ 
surveyors into these four counties to 
make an investigation. The investi- 
gators visited every farm house in the 
four counties, Each farm house and 
house site was scored on a score card. 
On this score card there were ten items. 
A perfect score on any point would have 
a value of 10. A house, therefore, which 
was perfect in hygiene, sanitation, and 
the health of its occupants would get a 
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‘score of 100. It was decided to hold that 


any home which scored less than 75 
would be held to be insanitary.

1—Site. 

2—Sanitary conditions. 

3—House, 

4—Cellar. 

5—Ventilation. 

6—Water supply. 

T™Sewage disposal. 

8—Barn, barn yard, pig pen, coops. 

9—Disposal of manure. 

10—Health of inhabitants.

8. House—To score 10, the house must 
not be dilapidated. It must be tn pass- 
able repair. First floor must be at least 
two feet above the ground, and there 
must be ventilation of the ground be- 
neath the house. Interior must be clean. 
There must not be smells or odors. 
Halls and ceilings in good condition; 
and beds clean. 
There must be a general air of cleanli- 
ness and comfort. 

4. Cellar—To score 10, cellar must be 
ary, clean, well lighted and ventilated. 
No decayed vegetables, no trash, no 
musty or other smelis. 

5. Ventilation—To score 10, windows 
must be in condition to easily open and 
close. In cool and cold weather the 
house must be aired at least once dally 
and bedroom windows must be opened 
wide at night. If the house be not aired 
and the windows of the bedrooms be not 
opened wide at night, the score is to be 
0; except, where heating is with grates 
and fireplaces, there may be a score of 
5 if the windows and doors fit loosely. 

.6. Water supply—If dug well, score 0. 
If driven, drilled, or bored, not less 
than twenty feet deep, good well curb 
(either of wood, cement, stone, or brick), 
passable wash trough or drain, the whole 
located at least 100 feet distant from 
privy, the score shall be 10, unless anal- 
ysis shows the water to be bad. 

7. Sewage disposal—if by privy, with 
or without pit, when filthy, if old, dilap- 
idated, not screened, or markedly odor- 
ous, score 0. If by septic tank or under- 
ground disposal, and if the method Is 
working satisfactorily, score 10. If privy 
has a pit, is in good repair.,; properly 
screened, pit not over three-fourths full, 
score 10. 

& Barn, barnyard, pig pens, coops—To 
score 10, barn must be in reasonable re- 
pair and reasonably clean. Barnyard 
must be reasonably well drained, clean, 
and free from trash and litter. Pig pens 
and chicken coops must be at least fifty’ 
feet from house and not filthy or mal- 
odorous. 

9. Disposal of manure—To score 10 the 
manure must be removed every day 


during spring, summer, and autumn, and 
spread upon the ground, or it must be 
kept im fly tight, covered pits or bins.

Accumulations of unprotected manure is 
to cause a score of 0. 

10. Health-To score 10, the health of 
the family must have been good for the 
preceding two years. One or more cases 
of ‘typhoid, consumption, dysentery, in- 
fluenza, severe rheumatism, apoplexy, 
paralysis, or dyspepsia is to cause a 
gcore of 0. If infectious diseases have 
existed within two years, each disease 
(not each case) is to cause two points to 


were, therefore, classed as itnsanitary. 
The lowest score was 10 per cent. One 
seventh of the farmhouses in this coun- 
ty were sanitary and six-sevenths were 
insanitary. The average score of all the 
farmhouses of the county was 53. 


“It is the awful privy, the polluted 


‘well, and the heaps of manure contigu- 


ous to the farmhouse which threaten 
with sickness and which drag down the 
average score.” 

Ohio county—Sixty-six homes scored 75 
or over and were rated as sanitary. 
The highest score was 97; 375 scored 
under 75 and were rated as insanitary. 
The lowest score wes 19. The average 
score of the county was 64; 14 per cent 
of the homes were rated as sanitary and 
86 per cent as insanitary. 

The average score for sewage disposal 
was 32 per cent and the average water 
supply score was 15. Evidently in this 
county most of the wells are dug wells 
and shallow. The privies are improper 
in construction, poorly kept, and too 
close to the wells and houses. 

Scott county—Twenty-three homes 
scored 75 or over and were rated as 
sanitary; one was scored 100; 922 scored 
less than 75 and were rated as insani- 
tary; 2.4 per cent of the homes were san- 
itary and 97.6 per cent insanitary. The 
average score of the county was 42 

The average score of the county for 
sewage disposal was 17; for water sup- 
ply, 29; and for manure disposal, 11. 

Union county—Twenty-one homes 
scored 75 per cent and over and were 
rated as sanitary. This was 2.3 per cent 
of the whole number surveyed. The 
highest score was 90; 887 scored less 
than 75 and were rated as insanitary; 
the lowest score was 5. The percentage 
of homes found insanitary was 97.7. The 
average score for the county was 52. 

The average for sewage disposal for 
the county * s 39. The privies of the 
county are poor in construction and 
poorly maintained. The average for 
manure disposal for the county was 1 
The average for water supply was 16. 

Certain other rates for this county are 
as follows: Insanity rate per 10,000, 
2.5; state, 22.2; penal rate per 10,000, 
15.9; state, 15.1; dependent children per 
10,000, 12.7; state, 11.1; feebleminded and 
epileptic rate per 10,000, 6.3; state, 8.9. 

These rates are somewhat higher in 
Union than in the other three counties. 


~~. 

The consumption rates per 100,000 of 
the counties and state were: Bilack- 
ford, 128.4; Ohio, 183.2; Scott, 206; Union, 
176.3; state, 157.7. In spite of the fact 
that the homes in these counties are lo- 
cated in the country, where there is 
plenty of clean air and sunshine, away 
from tall buildings, crowds, and spit 
polluted sidewalks, the consumption 
rates are higher than for the state at 
large or for most large cities. 

The typhoid rates of the four counties 
and of the state were: Blackford, 15; 
Ohio, 28.2; Scott, 27.9; Union, 13.9; state, 
27.9. In spite of the small number of 
people on each square mile of ground, 
the typhoid rates of these counties are 
higher than they are in the big cities. 
Chicago, with its typhoid rates of 5; Cin- 
cinnati, with a rate steadily under 10: 
Cleveland and Louisville, also with low- 
er rates than these farming commuyuni- 
ties, are drawing the young folks away 
from the farms. 

In summarizing this report, Dr. Hurty 
Says that the conditions in these four 
counties are not worse than those in 
other counties in the state. He might 
have added than those in counties in 
other states. The people of these coun- 
ties are just average folks and their 
homes are just average homes. We quote 
from the summary: 

“If every farmer in Indiana would 
commence the new year with a pure 
water supply, with sanitary sewage dis- 
posal, with a clean barn and barnyard, 
and would, several times daily, flood his 
home with the pure air that surrounds 
him, then it is safe to say that disease 
would be enormously lessened, efficiency 
would be raised, the duration of life 
would be increased, and happiness would 
be promoted on the farm. It is believed 
further that improvement fn farm sani- 
tation would aid very materially tn keep- 
ing your people on the farm.”

After having first said, “ Noth- 
ing can happen to us but by the will of fate,” they dropped 
the second part of the sentence and simply said, “ Nothing 
can happen to us!” They felt that they had enlisted Fate 
on their side. The American fatalism is of @ different, of 
a flabby sort. We say, “I am impotent against fate, so 
what's the use of struggling?” This new fangled theory is 


, @ desecration of the true American as it was incar 


nated in the pioneers who conquered country. The 
truculent virtus—in this word the Romans condensed 
their notion of all virile qualities—has gone and we seem 
to be out now for a period of resignation and surrender. 
This discouragement is most widespread and outspoken in 
those classes of the nation which, having larger means and 
greater opportunities, ought to educate, enlighten, and 
lead their less fortunate countrymen.

But this amiable easiness not only prevents our adminis- 
tration from being as efficient as it Gould and should be, 
it Gemoralizes the nation, which gets accustomed never to 
do its best but to be satisfied with a minimum. In a 
period when the European nations are performing a maxi- 
mum which seems incredible even while we are perceiving 
it, such a doctrine and such a habit may prepare a catas- 
trophe. As we started from the individual, let us return 
to it and ask: “ What future would you predict to a man 
who would never do more than the strictly necessary? 
Will he be @ leader in his community? Will he make good 
es a business man? Or will he sink deeper and deeper 
and end as an object of charity and a burden to his 
neighbors?” , 


ONSIDERATIONS like these spoil the joy of living.

Weak fatalists who have lost the power or molding 

life after their ideas have only one refuge and that 
is optimism. Optimism, like fatalism, influences people 
differéntly according to their character. The man of iron 
will is an optimist because he feels so strong that he 
thinks nothing can resist him. The weakling is an opti- 
mist because he realizes that only a benevolent fate can 
save his weakness from being crushed. The early Ameri- 
can was an optimistic conqueror, the modern American is 
an optimistic shirker. The natfonal gospel is, “ Every- 
thing will come out all right.” If you read in a book that 
conditions probably will adjust themselves, it is safe to 
suppose that the author is an American. 


Yes, everything will come out all right if we do what is 
in our power to make it all right. “Glick hat auf die 
Dauer nur der Tichtige,” Field Marshal von Moltke used 
to say. Good luck is only with the man who does things. 
Frederick the Great might have been overwhelmed by his 
enemies had not the empress of Russia died at the right 
moment. What a wonderful stroke of luck! Yes, but he 
kept up the fight for seven years! Every successful busti- 
ness man will be able to confirm this theory by his per- 
sonal experience. | 


The optimist who tries to cover his ineptitude and inac- 
tivity with the veil of a threadbare theory will sooner or 
later become a victim of quietism, too. He will want quiet 
at any price, he will refuse to listen to unwelcome truths, 
he will refuse to look into the future, provided the present 
is just bearable. Living after this method, he will believe 
in unpreparedness, while’ the stronger man knows that 
“ Readiness is all!” Every new situation will find him 
with the ol4 spirit. He will develop the quality of being 
satisfied with things as they are, which is a doubtful vir- 
tue in an individual and undoubtedly a vice in a nation.

So this allegedly humane and thoroughly im- 
moral doctrine tells those who have been slighted in the 
past that they must abandon all hope. If pacifism had 
become the governing world power in 1772 the United 
States would still be a colony of England 


ND here the vicious circle closes. If we are sure 
that never again will our national qualities be 
tested by war, we may continue undisturbedly in 
our slipshod customs, our reckless drifting, our 
happy go lucky administration. It may go a little better, 
it may go a little worse, but nothing really serious can 
happen. Why should not we be naughty, as we are sure 
that we shall never be punished?

seemed a million years old to me with their mysterious robes on. The 
purpose of their going wasn’t any mystery to me, though. Even a boy 
couldn’t be blind to the tragic scenes of those times. I remember when 
Gov. Holden—William Woods Holden of North Carolina—was impeached. He 
was one of the reconstruction governors and a bitter enemy of the south. 
The clan did its work with him, though. Through their efforts a judiciary 
committee was formed which impeached Holden, and my own uncle was a 
member of that committee—Lee McAffee his name was, my mother’s 
brother. Holden was the only governor in the United States that has ever 
been impeached. He was deprived of his citizenship, too. Until the day 
of his death, and he lived to be an old, old man, he never was allowed to 
vote. I can remember seeing him, a white haired man without a country. 
I used to think of him.” | 

The brother who rode out with the clan is Amzi Clarence Dixon, pastor 
of the Metropolitan tabernaclé in London. Thomas Dixon’s father, who 
died only a few years ago in the south, was a much beloved pastor. Lee 
McAffee’s name stands high on the roll of fame in North Carolina. “The

When I read of the death of Jack London for just a moment my eyes 
misted with sadness at the meager number of his years on this earth. But 
only for a moment, for I realized that, though they numbered but forty-one, 
they were in actual living countless “cycles of Cathay,” that every hour of 
his life had been crowded to overflowing with human experiences. 

One of those experiences I happily shared. In the midst of his throobing 
life he took time to write to thank me, merely as F. B., for a review, and on 
the frail thread of that kindness we got to be real friends, though we never 
met. I had always felt that Martin Eden was one of the real books of life, 
and when I was given a volume of the Alaskan stories to review I rhapsodized 
about Martin Eden, mourned its death, and youthfully declared that @ man 
who could do that and “ The Call of the Wild” ought never to do anything 
else. Authors don’t write notes of gratitude to kind reviewers; most of them 
are too busy for that thoughtfulness. Jack London wasn't. He sent me a 
word that was characteristic of him. “The book, as you say, certainly died. 
A book usually must be like hell these days if it would live three months.” 

Later I found ‘that Martin Eden was the sorrow of his literary life, that 


' Dies irae pth « the punishment will come and it will/ its failure turned him into the ways of best seller unrighteousness, and that 


a kind word about it had sincerely gone to his heart. 

Thus the real tale of his busy life will be told by those of his acquaint- 
ances and friends who shared his busyness. The wonderful Glen Ellyn ranch, 
near San Francisco, was always filled with guests, who did their work there 
and were happy. And this is the sort of invitation that he extended: 

“rf you knew how I hate letter writing—I only write several thousands 
of letters each year—you would appreciate how heroic this present letter is 
to you. Say, I can talk like the very devil. If you are ever in California try 
to arrange so that you can stop off and visit Mrs, London and me on the 
ranch. This invitation does not mean a day’s cal] between trains. We do not 
tolerate these callers. Those who will not share our blankets and our board 
and our horses and our latch string are not exactly beneath contempt—but 
they are, to us, intolerable.” 

Can any one say of a man whose forty-one years have been so full of 
zest, of accomplishment, of friends as Jack London's that he did not get 


from life his full three score years and ten of value?

She te known 
as “ Madame la Grectrice” ené has complete charge of 
the whole enterprise, being responsible for it to the French 
government. The wounded come im sometimes after « 
big action at the rate of @ thousand « day. There is no 
other women on any battle Mne who occupics 20 impor- 
tant and commanding « position. She ie « gronddaughter 
of John Borden, @ daughter of the late William Borden, 
@ well known Chicago citiesen, and a sister of John Borden, 
famous for his erotic fur trapping expedition and tts termi- 
nating shipwreck. She ie carrying out the family tradi- 
tions for efficient enterprise and high souled adventure.

EAR ——: Yesterday was a warm, sunny day, so 
we carried the wounded out on the grass, some on 
' stretchers, some on long chairs, and some beds and 
all. It was quite charming to see them in their gay 
dressing gowns, straw hats, Japanese umbrellas over their 
heads, and all enjoying themselves in spite of their suffer- 
tings, as though they were children on a picnic. We had 
the gramophone going, and passed round lemonade and 
oranges by way of refreshments. One of our surgeons 
believes very much in the sun cure and has the wounds of 
his patients uncovered in the sun every fine day. It is 
really marvelous the way the men improve here. The 
fresh air and good food, the spirit of peace and happiness 
do @ great deal to help toward their recovery, I am sure. 
And even the bedspreads with their pink roses and the pink 
nightshirts have something te do with it. 


This week we have received a number of patients from 
a military hospital near by who were supposed to be dying. 
I'm giad to say that they are not going to die, in spite of 
the terrible state of their wounds. As @ rule we never 
receive patients from other hospitals; all our men come 
straight from the dressing stations at the trenches; but in 
this case we were especially asked to take these men and 
see what we could do for them. They arrived in the most 
pitiful state, a look of fixed horror stamped on their faces, 
but even three days with us have brought an extraordinary 
change. They can smile now. Their faces look almost 
rosy. One man said to me when he came that his general 
had made him a visit and had said, “ You shall go to the 
hospital at Rousbrugge. There you will be cared for; 
there you will get well.” We are getting quite a reputa- 
tion in the trenches. Officers ask to be sent here when 
they are wounded, as well as the men. This all makes us 
feel very happy. . 

We have just opened a dentistry which will serve not 
only the patients but all the officers and soldiers in the 
region. The inspecteur general asked me to equip this. 
It is something of an expense, but a useful addition to our 
organization. ¢ 

In spite of my wish not to enlarge the hospital we seem 
continually to be growing. We have sixteen of the regula- 
tion huts instead of the original twelve, and now a new 
mortuary and a dentistry and more tents for orderlies and 
chauffeurs have been added until we are quite a village. 
We have planted nasturtiums in borders in front of each 
‘hut and a hedge of sunfiowers round the entire compound 
and flower beds of pansies and forget-me-nots between the 
huts, so that it will all be charming a little later in the 
summer. It seems extraordinary that we are only seven 
miles from the trenches. It is so utterly peaceful. There 
is nothing to impress one with the horror of war except 
the pounding of the guns and the ambulances rolling into 
the yard with their terrible loads. 

I do wish some of the friends who have helped us could 
come and see what we are doing. If they could only see 
the men as they come in, covered with mud and blood, 
writhing with pain, scarcely recognizable as human beings, 
and then if they could see these same men going away, 
not with their wounds healed, because we cannot keep 
them here long enough for complete recovery, but happy, 
courageous, with bright faces and grateful hearts—if they 
couldonly see I am gure they would realize what their 
help means. a 

Over apd over again patients have said to me, “ Madame, 
we will never forget—never—what has been done for us 
here.” 

Two boys left us yesterday for the south of France. 
They came in two months ago, battered to pieces, in an 
apparently dying condition. Both were wounded in the 
head, arms, and legs. Both had to have their legs ampu- 
tated on arrival. One talked to me while lying on the 
stretcher in the operating room waiting for the things to 
be got ready. He was covered with bandages from head 
to foot. We did not dare move him off the stretcher until 
the last moment when he was to go on the table. While I 
cut away his clothes he talked to me as though we were 
in my drawing room. Was I married, was my husband in 
the trenches? And as I hacked away at his coat with my 
scissors I wept. “0, yes,” he said, “I know the first thing 
they'll do will be to cut off my leg—I saw the pieces 
of it lying on the ground. There can’t be much of it 
left.” Poor child, he is onfy 20. He has lost his leg and 
his left hand, but he and his comrade went away yesterday 
laughing and happy. 

The war is so terrible and our men so patient; never a 
cross word or the sound of grumbling or of complaint. I 
feel that it is wonderful to have an opportunity of reliev- 
ing even a little, for a few men, the horror of it all.

EAREST M——: I was so glad to get your letters 
this morning, one from you and one from Joyce. 
Last week we celebrated the anniversary of the 
opening of the hospital. We had « wonderful party. 


T sent out invitations which I wrote Just simply asking 


] people for 4 o’clock, and the whole 
army accepted—I mean officers, 
of course. All the military world 
was here, with Prince Alexander 
of Teck to represent the English 
and' our own French general, 
Gen. Hdy’Ds, and two Belgian 
generals, and about a hundred 
officers, French, Belgian, Eng- 
lish. We moved the bed, et cetera, out of my room and 
served tea, coffee, sandwiches, and cakes. I received there. 
The medicine chief met the guests at the gate and com 
ducted them to my hut. It was a beautiful day. The pa- 
tients were all dressed in clean biue pajamas with pink oF 
blue calico caps with tassels and buttonhole bouquets. 
Some had their beds out on the grass, and with their Chi- 
nese parasols it made a delightful picture. 5 


Then at 5 o'clock we had a concert In one of the buts 
A tenor of the Paris opera is in the army and he sang: alse 
a Mme. Croize of the opera, who is staying at the Belgian 
hospital at La P-——. We had worked like slaves to deco- 
rate the hall and it looked charming. The orderties wend 
out and brought In quantities of great branches which 
arched the roof. All the way round the hall on a shelf I 
had green grass sod in which I planted 4 frieze of bachelor 
buttons and daisies, and in front of the platform, as though 
growing out of the floor, was the same fringe or hedge of 
bachelor buttons, and at one corner of the platform a lovely 
little tree. It was really charming. The wounded were 
on stretchers and in arm chairs on one side, the guests on 
the other. Teck was delighted with the hospital. I'd met 
him several] times, but he had not been to see me before, 
Every one was so happy. I can't tell you how wonderful 
it was to look round me and think of the past year and of 
all that had been done here. 


It has been delightful this last month. I have very nice 
nurses and all about us are friends, batteries, regimenta, 
divisional staffs, et cetera. I love it here in spite of all the 
horrors and all the guns which are going madly at thig 
moment.

It descended on him 
all in an instant, palpable, terrible, in the midst of his con- 

vulsions, his tossings, his shoutings. It was as though a 

magic hand had been laid on his terrible head, on his face 

that was green with starting eyes. Instantly all suffering 
ceased. He was gone. Sixteen men came in at 1 o'clock 

this morning. One died in the motor on the way, two im- 

mediately after arrival, the last one just now, They vomit 

yellow foam that spurts from them in explosions.

| The king of the Belgians was very charming. He went 
all round the hospital! and I presented to him all my nurses, 
I was very proud of them, they looked so trim and efficient ;

} cleanliness of everything and the gayety. The whole com- 
pound is now ablaze with nasturtiums and sweet peas and 
sunflowers, 
My poor Marchat, a soldier who has had both his hands 
blown off and a bullet in his cnest and tetanus into the 
bargain, was decorated, too, I was so glad for him. 


The sound of the guris last night was so curious that 
we knew something queer was happening—an incessant, 
rapid throbbing of cannon, as rapid as the ticking of the 
telegraph and as loud as thunder. I was therefore not 
surprised when at 12 o’clock they telephoned me from the 
trenches to send extra ambulances. And yet there was 
only a small number of men affected, those who had their 
gas masks badly adjusted or who had delayed putting 
them on. After the excitement was over and I was break- 
fasting with the nurses a sergeant appeared with masks 
for us. I hope we shall never need them, but gas has been 
known to poison people and kill cattle as far back es this, 


And today is a beautiful day. Aeroplanes are overhead, 
All is peaceful again. A number of patients are lunching 
out of doors under their Japanese umbrellas, and the 
gramophone is going, as usual. Death in one hut and 
music in another and the guns thundering in the distance, 
and here we are after two years of war.

MIRA THE WONDERFUL. 


HE star Mira is an unusual varia- 
ble. Variability in a star is indi- 
cated to the vision by the waxing 
and waning of its light. This may 
4 be caused by eclipse. A star may 
a have a dark companion, the two joined 
together in a system and revolving about 
each other. The diminution of light in 
the bright star is caused by the inter- 
vention of the dark star. 
: The variability of Mira is unusual in 
that ft ls caused by a conflict of heaven- 
_ ly bodies, in which the lesser are grad- 
ually destroyed. Mira encounters a 
body of planetoids at intervals, and the 
vencounters cause the changes in the 
star's appearance. 

To find the star Mira, begin with the 
“WwW” of Cassiopeia in the north and 
Jupiter in midsky. Draw a line between 
the two, continuing it southward one- 
third its length. ‘The line will terminate 
in a peculiarly starless areca about as 
large’ as the bowl of the Great Dipper,

Our sun never varies its radiance ap- 
pregiably, and we know nothing of a 
sun which habitually lets its planets 
freeze solid. and occastfonally scorches 
them until the rocks melt. Mira is the 
ruler of a great satellite system, and to 
thie it owes its variability. Picture two 
great balls of dull red fire suspended in 
the black expanse of the sky. . Closely 
encircling the larger lies a broad, flat 
ring of meteorites. 

Every year planetoids in vast clouds 
appear out of space, traveling about the 
star in ea long, narrow orbit. So closely 
do they graze the star In passing that 
they pass directly through the ring. 
The great bursts of activity are caused 
by two systems crashing together. 

A catastrophe is being enacted in the 
November skies. Already the first mem- 
bers of the invading swarm are going 
whirling by, while out in spece the white 
precession is on its way. The meteors, 
as they near the star, rush and race. 
The forerunners hit the ring and send 
up sprays of fire. The incoming legions 
sirike first by twos and threes, then 
by dozens, by hundreds, by thousands, 
A group of lrage moons come hurtling 
on, pited and red from repeated impacts 
They knock the mooriets helterskelter 
in sheets of flames and trails of sparks 
they shoulder out paths for them- 
lvés. 

The myriads pour irresistibly on; fires 
rise and toss; moons surge and ‘push. 
While all the time a stream of the van- 
quished fall into the surface of the star, 
or else fly off tn erratic orbits.

ABT week's real estate market 
made a poor showing as compared 
with that of the previous week. 
There was in the aggregate a large 
movement of property, as evi- 

denced by figures of the recorder’s of- 
fice, but an absence of the many impoer-| 
tant transactions which made the mar- 
ket of the previous week one of the most 
notable of the year. 

Nothing in the entire week's business 
was of sufficient importance to make it 
stand out as the feature of the market, 
such as the proposed Montgomery Ward 
& Co. warehouse in the central manu- 
facturing district, the Marshall Field es- 
tate purchase and subsequent long term 
lease to A. H. Woods, or the announce- 
ment of the plans for the proposed §5,- 
000,000 hotel and apartment building on 
the Lake Shore drive, all of which were 
included in the business of the previous 
week. 


Downtown Deais on Tapis. 

So far as the downtown distrivt is con- 
cerned, it seems likely that the coming 
week will compensate for the poor show- 
ing of last week, as indications’ hre that 
two highly important transactions will 
be closed. Several building projects an- 
nounced late in the week were the most 
conspicuous feature of the week. 

There were a few interesting acre 
transactions last week, and outside of 
the developments im a building way they 
constituted the most important feature 
of the market. The central manufac- 
turing district turned up another impor- 
tant transaction, which was the most 
important single transaction St the } 
week. 


Congressman Mann Sells Sites. 

Congressman James R. Mann figured 
as the seller in two of the most im- 
portant acre deals of the week at Stony 
Island avenue and Seventy-third street, 
the total consideration for the ten acres 
sold by him being $97,000, a tidy return 
for the original investment. One, com- 
prising the three acres at the northeast 
corner of the streets named,-and for 
which the city of Chicago paid $37,500, is 
of special interest for the reagon it is to 
become the site of the proposéd $1,500,- 
000 pumping station to be erected by the 
city and which will take the place of 
the present Sixty-eighth street station. 

It ig on the north side of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, right of way and just 
north of the present old Jackson ave- 
nue station on the south side of the 
right of way. It probably will be two 
years, however, before the new station 
is built. George C. Bour & Co. were the 
brokers. 


Wanderers Club Finds Home. 

A& special interest attached to the other 
transaction, the purchase of seven acres 
on Seventy-third street, adjoining on 
the east, for the reason it is to furnish 
a new home for the Wanderers .club, 
reorganized as the South Side Tennis 
club, whose former grounds on Seventy- 
first street recently were acquired by 
Murray .Wolbach for subdivision pur- 
poses. It is the purpose of the club, to 
whieh has been added the tennis club 
at Fifty-third street and Cottage Grove 
avenue, to make ite new home one of 
the most attractive about Chicago. 

It is proposed to erect a clubhouse at 
a cost of about $15,000, the plans for 
whith are now being prepared. The 
larger part of the -grounds will, of 
course, be devoted to tennis courts, The 
price paid for the land is stated to 
have been $60,000, which is at the rate 
of a little over $8,500 an acre. Gearge 
¢. Bour & Co. also negotiated this deal. 


St. Louis Woman Buys Vacant. 

One of the most important acre deals 
of the week were the purchases by Mrs. 
Lilly Busch of St. Louls in the north- 
west part of the city. She acquired 
through J. J. Harrington & Co. a total 
of about 270,000 square feet at North 
and Forty-seventh and Grand and Kii- 
patrick avenues for a reported total 
consideration of about $125,000, 

The most important of her purchases 
was the acquirement from Otto C. Butz, 
trustee for eight owners, of a tract of 
155,708 square feet for a stated consid- 
eration of $62,307. The property is lo- 
cated at the northeast corner of North 
and Forty-seventh avenues. Tt is said 
the purchaser has no present plans in 
the way of improvement. She also ac- 
quired through Mr. Harrington a tract 
at the southeast corner of Grand and 
Kilpatrick avenues for $29,400. It has 
a north front of 188 feet by 494 fect on 
the west by 163 feet on the south and 
400% feet on the cast.
